First a trucker, he developed 
a good grove, his common sense an 
industry making the land yield a cOm- 
pentency. The grove was lost in one 
of the “big freezes.” Again he turned 
to trucking, and again he acquired a 
small fortune. He suffered a financiai 
reverse in a business venture but re- 
trieved his fortune through cultivation 
of the truck patch. 

Mr. Conkling had observed and han- 
dled muck land in the course of his 
farming and grove operations in Bre- 
vard county and he learned the good 
qualities muck land possesses, When 
the Fellsmere development was open- 
ed his geputation as a good farmer led 
to his employment as a farm demon- 
strator, He thought well of the pro- 
ject—had he not thought well of it he 
would have not have had part in it— 
and he put his capital in a Fellsmere 
tract, „Heavy rainfall and inadequate 
drainage ditches caused him to sustain 
a loss. Another loss was sustained 
when a contractor defaulted on a bond 
and Mr. Conkling had to make it good. 

Out of these farming experiences 
Mr. Conkling learned À good ,deal-be- 
cause he has brains and’uses them. He 
knows more about South Florida soil, 
including Everglades muck, than- any 
other man in the world, because he has 
farmed in it and talked of it and 
thought of it. . No reverses of any kind 
downed him, He overcame all of the 
handicaps, and brought up and educa- 
ted a fine family. , 

Mr. Conkling is getting along in 
years but his interest in Palm Beach.

It 
was near the close of a dinner at the 
Palm Hotel grill; it was a good din- 
ner, such a dinner as makes a dis- 
criminating diner feel so good that he 
feels a-bit sentimental. 

“I beliéve that some day the beauty 
of the sunsets on -Lake Okeecho- 
bee will become widely known and 
that people wil travel far to the east 
shore of the lake to sce the.sun set 
as they now go to Naples," Mr. El- 
liot said. “I believe it so strongly,” 
he added, “that I have had the cour- 
age to write a reference to the sun 
sets on Lake Okeechobee into ai new 
pamphlet on the Everglades we ar> 
preparing.” 

James M. Owens, the county tax 
assessor, years ago told me of? the 
beauties of Everglades evenings. He 
related-the instance of a trip up the 
canal made by a party of West Palm 
Beach men soon after the Palm Beach 
canal was opened to traffic, wher a 
man not therctofore suspected of sèn- 
timent or capacity for appreciation 
of beauty arose on the stern of the 
boat and Stood uncovered in reverence 
as the sun passed through light cbuds 
and sank to rest.

While we 
ate supper the Sky broké into spleadid 
color, It was a good supper, attractive 
enough to engage undivided attention 
ordinarily, but that group of hard-boil- 
cd guys arose from the table, left all 
the grub and stood in-a cott wind on 
the lake front and rubbered that sun 
set until the food on the table was cold. 

Mr, Elliott is right—the sun sets on 
Lake Okeechobee: will come to have a 
commercial value. Pedpfe will: make 
a practice of driving out from West 
Palm Beach to haye dinner at the fine 
hotel that must soon -be established 
here and to view the sky in the even- 
ing and drive back home under the 
light of an Everglades moon.

To confirm understanding as to the 
date of arrival ‘of the first dredge boat 
in the Everglades, the editor of The 
Everglades News wrote to Captain R. 
Rose of Tallahassee, and the fol- 
ing interesting reply has been re- 
ceived: 


“On June 8, 1881, I was employed by 
the so-called “Disston Drainage Com- 
" whose proper title was “The At? 
lantic and Gulf Coast Canal and Okee- 
chobee.Land Company” as resident en- 
gineer and constructor of their dredg- 
es and canals, Having resigned a simi- 
la position with the Louisiana Recla- 
ion’ Company where I had been en- 
caged in similar work (having con- 
structed several of the Joseph Menge 
patent bucket dredges and cut some 25 
miles of canals for that organization) 
I constructed the hull and frames of 
the, first dredge in Cedar Key, Florida, 
and delivered it and the machinery to 
her’ captain, Mr. Fred Menge, who 
steamed her down to Fort Myers, where 
he assembled the dredging apparatus 
and worked her up to the falls. of Fort 


Thompson, Having ‘to remove manv 
over-hanging trees and a large num- 
ber of live oak logs from the river 


bed, it required some three months to 
reach the falls at Fort Thompson, He 
found ‘the falls some two fect above 
the dredge, a perpendictlar fall, with 
rapids to Bonnet Lake, with a fall of 
some 14 feet over a rocky bottom. He 
was forced to “lay up” his dredge. un- 
til the next rainy season.: In July, 
1882, the water rose some 15 or more 
feet at Fort Thompson. He steamed 
his dredge (No. 1) ovér , Bonnet -Lake 
ill ham- 
k, where he began the Nine Mile 
ake Hicpochee and, crossing 
ochec, he cut. the ThreaMile 
canal into Lake Okeechobee, fifishing 
the canal in January, 1883. 
“In the meantime, I had constructed 
itional dredges at Kissimmee, 
Florida, 2 and No, 3, and’had cu: 
caials betweeri Lake Tohopekaliga, Cy- 
press, Walk-in-the-Water, Kissimmer 
and Okeechobee, I also built two 
steamers, the “Okeechobee” for towing, 
and the “Rosalie,” ‘a disptaich boat. 
“During February, 1883, Mr. Hamil- 
ton Disston and his board of directors 
embarked at Kissimmee and. passed 
down the Kissimmee River, through 
the various lakes;into Lake Okecchio- 
bee and through the canals cut by 
Capt. Fred Menge (a brother of the in- 
yentor of the dredge, Joseph Menge) to 
Fort Myers and Punta Gorda, Where 
they boarded a steam ship for Cedar

AUTHENTIC STORY OF ARRIVAL OF 
FIRST DREDGE IN THE EVERGLADES 


charge of the/Catoosahatchee and Lake 
Okeechobee work, * 

“This voyage in February, 1883, was 
the first voyage of a steamer from 
Okeechobee to the Gulf. When the 
work began, there was no outlet to 
Lake Okeechobee except during flood 
season, Since that time, numbers of 
steamers, some large-sized stern-wheel 
steamers, have made the trip. In the 
summer of 1893, the “Bértha Lee,” a. 
Mississippi river steamer 22 feet bean, 
170 feet long, came from’ New Orleans 
through the Caloosahatchee river, the ` 
canals and lakes to Kissimmee, Flor- 
ida; was. afterwards taken out for want 
of business and placed on the Chatta- 
hoochee river, rurining from Apalachi- 
cola. y 
“The falls of Fort Thompson were 
not removed until after” the -present 
state reclamation ‘was inaugurated, 
when the present locks were establish- 
ed, which locks and all others in the 
various drainage canals have destroy- 
ed the prime object of the enterprise, 
‘that is, drainage. The state has been 
granted an enormous area of swamp 
and overflowed lands for drainage, and 
not for navigation, e 
“The removal of all obstructions to 
drainage, the deepening of the canals,- 
lowering the level of the lakes, would 
prevent the serious overflows recently 
occurring; and permanently reclaim 
one of the most fertile areas in. this or 
any other country; a territory with a 
semi-tropical climates, constant sun 
shine, with an average rainfall of sixty 


when properly drained and intellingent- 
ly cultivated.”
